A t length they appeared, and the Attorney- 
General prayed the iudgment againft Wm- 
Cobbett, T . C. Hanfard, John Biidd, and 
Richard B^gllMW. 


Mr. Juftice Grofe firft addrelTed tbe prifon* 
er, Cobbett: He fignified to biro, that be was 
cooviAed of a moft foul and wicked libel*« 
A libel, the tendency of which waa, to crtate 
diflike of tbeir duty in the Lo^al Militia of 
the country, and difguft to our fervice . in the 
foreignera employed therein, and throngb 
tbem to bring difgrace on the Government, 
and to paralize tbe energies of the State. The 
Learned Judge obferved, that tbe opportaai<y 
and tbe feafon that the defendant had fele^'* 
ed, were tbofa when an enemy, tbe moft fero. 
cioo>( waa at the very moment threatening 
our fboret; an enemy wbofe military govern­ 
ment bad laid proArate tbe furroundiog Steies, 
and who marled bia way with fpoliation and 
pluoder j yet ^tiia waa tbe ene^ny who was 
ftated by tbe prifoner to ufe bia foldtera better 
than tbe foldiera of tbia country wer« ufed, 
and wboCe government was compared witb tbe 
government of tbii country, and afferied by 
blm to afford more comfbrtf ind proteAion to 
Its foldiery tbao were afforded to tbe foldiera 
of tbii country. The malignancy of tbia poi* 
fon waa therefore conCdcrabiy increafed by

Oovereoieot and 
to rnibarraf» tb# State, f^en it could not be 
dented that objrfia. if*oei es dangerooi, at 
hiA II bair, could not bt teaoved from bii 


loieutiooei namely, tliil of writing Ubeti fcr 
the degenerate purpofee of bafe and unworthy 
lucre end profit. 
Tbia then, itfclf» waa an 
offence of the despeft die, end fuch aa tbe 
Court bna imperioufly called upon to viCt with 
heavy band.
